ANOTHER TIE-UP.

The Third Avenue Street Car
Troubles Not Yet Satis-
factorily Nettled.

Business Entirely Suspended in
Hoboken, Jersey City
and Brooklyn.

New York, June 5.—Last night, in view
of the failure of supplies for the Third ave-
nue strikers, district assembly No. 75, rep-
resenting the horse railroad employes of
this and adjacent ciiies, were called to-

er again. It met in Columbia Hall,

irt avenue and Sixty-sixth street. A
resolution was approving the con-
duct of the Third avenue strike and order-
ing that it shounld be continued. Ways
and means of providing money to sapport
the strikers was discossed. It was
decided to order another general tie-up on
all the street car lines of this city and
Brooklyn At 4 o'clock this morning the
cars on all the lines in the city, with the
exception of those on Third avenue, which
is running by “scabs,” stopped. At 5 the
street car lines in Brooklyn tied up. All
street car lines in Jersey City and Hobo-
ken have also been tied up.

Policemen along the streets this morni
hailed it as a short, decisive settlement o
a long strike which had worn out their
strength for nearly two months. Althouih
the order to tie np was not sent out to the
roads until 3 a. m. to-day, by 5 a. m. it
was known universally thronghout the city.
The police department was posted on the
facts early, and by 6 a. m. every depot was
guarded by details of police. e drivers
and other employes worked through the
night as usual until the time for the first
day cars to run in the morning. At the
Grand street depot of the Dry Dock lines,
the scepe of fierce riot and confusion in
March last, the night cars finished their
trips at 5:30. A half hour earlier, day
cars were to begin trips, but the men did
not appear for work and the assistant su-
perintendent went down and was told the
men had decided to tie up. He merely
asked asked if there were any grievances
of the men, and was told there were none;
that they were ordered to stop work by the
board. At other stables similar questions
were asked and similar replies given. It
was said this morning that over 200 of the
Third avenue non-union men have left the
company, so that only about eighty drivers
were left in the service of the company.

THE LATE CHIEF.

Burial of John Kelly From St.
Patrick’s Cat‘rodnl
Yesterday.

New York, June 5.—The funeral of John
Kelly took place this morning from St. Pat-
rick’s ca There were no services
at the house. At an
early hour ple to
arrive at the house to take a final view of
the remains, which lay in the casket be-
tween heavily draped windows in the rear
parlor. There were no flowers on the
casket. All was black save the c{:lue and
handle on the sides. Many candles burn-
ed at the head of the casket. Shortly after
9 o’clock the relatives enterd to take a
last look at the dead.

The streets and avenues adjacent to the
house were filled with the rank and file of
Tammany hall. An immense lhrough of
people gathered about the cathedral, while
the windows of private houses in the
neighborhood were filled with people.

Horrible Double Murder.

Charlotte, N. C, June 5.—A horrible
double murder was committed near
shops, Davidson county, last night. While
A. J. McBride and his wife wereeating sup-
per they were m in their
seats and the house robbed and burned,
together with their bodies.

READY FOR THE ROPE.

'The Jurr Finds H M. Maxwell
nilty of M in the

' First Degree.

It Required No Less than Twelve
Ballots Before a Ver-
diet Was Reached.

The Prisoner Completely Pros-

St. Louis, Mo., June 5.—At a few min-
utes after 11 the sheriff in charge of the
Maxwell jury seat word to Judge Van
Waggoner that they h upon a ver-
dict, The jury was notified to hold them-
selves in readiness to appear in court and
the pri was sent for. At tem minutes
to 12 he came into court accompanied by
Deputy Sheriffl Conkley. When he neared
the seat he has occupied during the trial
he was met by his attorney, in whese anx-
ious face he at once read his doom. He
turned ghut)l‘y prle and sank into
his chair. r. Fauntleroy took his
hand and held it firmly, while he said:

BRACE UP, OLD BOY,

“Brace up, Maxwell ; don’t be affected.
I think the verdict will be one of guilty,
but try and contrel your emotions.”

Martin also shook hands with him and
gave him a similar warning The jury
made its appearance at 12:15, and at a
glance it was apparent that they had de-
cided adversely to the prisoner, who scru-
tinized them closely asthey passed by him.
The silence in the court room was intense
after they tock their seats. The ticki
of the clock in the hall was andible to all.

The prisoner kept getting paler all the
time, and just before the reading of the
verdict he looked as though he wounld
faint. The silence was broken by Judge
Van Waggoner, who asked the jury
whether they had agreed upon a verdiet,
and requested them to hand it to Clerk
Ormally, who in a clear voice read : 5

THrs CALLS FOR HEMP.
“We, the jury, in the above entitled
cause, find the defendant guilty of murder
in the first degree, as charged in the in-
dictment.”

The prisoner stood the ordéal well. His
jaw fell a little and his hands clutened
one another nervously, but beyond a
further blanching of his cheeks he display-
ed no emotion, being much calmer than
his attorneys, who showed unequivocal
signs of their disap‘)ointment.

e jury were polled and certified to the
verdictand were then discharged by the
court.

The verdict was somewhat of a surprise,
as Sheriff Hodnett, in charge of the jury,
reported at 10 a. m. that they stood
eleven to one for conviction and that there
was no possibility of an agreement.

THE FIRST BALLOT.

From the jury it was learned that the
first ballot resulted nine for murder in the
first degree and three for manslaughter.

The twelfth juror, a2 one-armed man
pnamed Dozier, stuck out for manslaughter
till noon, when he surrendered.

Before being taken back to jail Maxwell
fully regained his composure, and between
the puffs of his cigarette stated that he had
no fear of the final result, as the verdict
would undoubtedly be reversed b the
supreme court on some one of the 600 ex-
ceptions taken.

How the Verdict Was Reacbed.

Bt. Louis, June 5.—~At about noon the
jury proceeded to take another ballot, ai-
ter having argued with the ob-tinate
member. The ballots collected were
counted by the foreman, who found that
there was inscribed upon each the word
guilty. A deputy was summoned and he
was told that the jury had a communica-
tion to make to the court. The sheriff
took the twelve men in charge and filed
them to their seats, where they remained
standing while the foreman read a slip ef

We, the jury, find the prisoner
murder in first degree as set
the indictment.”
THE DEFENDANT WEAKENS,

The prisoner sat in his accustomed place
between his attornevs and as the noon
hour approached and no communication
was received from the jury room his
hopefulness seemed to i for he
knew that the longer the jury would
hang, so much greater were his chances
for a new trial. When the announcement
was made, however, that the jury wished
to report he turned nervously in his chair
to scan :heir countenances.h He fc::;md h::
signs of enco ent there and w
the verdict vumr:ﬁmhis face blanched and
his eyes sought the floor where they re-
mained fixed.

The jury was polled and each assented
to the verdict, after which the ju dis-
missed them. The prisoner was taken to
his cell, where he will await the result of
the motion for a new trial, which will be
made on the grounds of the incoggpetency
of the ution’s witnesses, errors
in the judge’s instructions to the jury.
